In another column we publish a communication from Wm- 
D enm an, together with a draft of a bill which he proposes to 
introduce in the next legislature. 
The object aimed at is to 
take the judicial branch of the government out of party poli­ 
tics. 
A n y step which tends in that direction m ust appeal to 
all rig h t minded citizens as a move in the right direction. 
T he spectacle of judges, from the suprem e bench down to 
justices of the peace, buttonholing delegates in a party con­ 
vention and resorting to all the tactics of the ward politician, 
in order to secure a p a rty nomination, is and has been for 
m an y years a shame to the commonwealth. Judges ought to 
be placed beyond the necessity of resorting to such disgrace­ 
ful m ethods. 
There is a strong feeling throu gh o ut the state 
to term inate this degradation of the judiciary. 
T he proposed 
bill of M r. Denman aim s to do this. And a earful perusal of 
its provisions leads us to the conclusion th at a law along the 
lines mapped out will do m uch to redeem the judicial branch 
of the governm ent from the evils which have held sway so long. 
T here can be no doubt th a t a bill of this character will re­ 
ceive the indorsement of the legislature. 


T H E T A R I F F R E V IS IO N . 


T h e democratic free traders are making a great hullabaloo 
because Andrew Carnegie has expressed the opinion that the 
steel in d u stry no longer requires the fostering care of a pro­ 
tective tariff. He is said to advocate the placing of steel on the 
free list. 
T he verdict of the steel king— the m an who is re­ 
ported to have made a colossal fortune of five hundred million 
dollars in the steel business— is urged as an argum ent in 
favor of free trade generally. 
A ssum ing th a t he is quoted 
correctly in asking the abolition of protective duties, it is 
most illogical to conclude that he has become a convert to the 
doctrine of free trade. H e m eans nothing m ore than that the 
steel business has reached th at development th at a tariff for 
revenue only, together w ith the freight cost on imported steel, 
are sufficient to prevent a serious decline in this industry. 
He m ay possibly be m istaken in that view¿ 
It is very doubt­ 
ful w hether in the tariff revision that will be undertaken the 
coming session* of congress under the incom ing adminis­ 
tration will go the length of taking off the protective feature 
entirely. 
In any event th e wisdom of the protective policy is 
in no way involved. 
Protective duties were never intended as 
an absolute fixity. 
T h ey are designed to change with chang­ 
ing circumstances. As the cost of production in this country 
approaches to a level with the cost of production in foreign 
countries, the duties may be lowered without endangering the 
standard of American wages or the control of the home 
market. 
W e do not believe that we have reached a point 
where the protective principle can safely be abandoned in any 
line of industry, where the manufacturers w ould thereby be 
brought into competition w ith products of low-priced labor of 
European or Asiatic countries. 
In the revision of the tariff 
the republicans will doubtless proceed very carefully, with a 
prim ary regard for the interests of the home artisan and the 
domestic manufacturer. 
A n d in any event, the process of 
reducing the tariff cannot be effected without some disturb­ 
ance of the industries concerned. 


State Senator A. Cam inetti appeared before the board of 
supervisors on Tuesday, and aunouuced that it was his in­ 
tention to introduce at the com ing session of the legislature, a 
new fee bill, adapted to the requirements of each county 
within this senatorial district. 
The fees of the recorder, 
sheriff, county clerk and superior court, have been m an­ 
ipulated to such a ridiculously low point that the taxpayers 
generally have been paying the greater portion of the ex 
pense for civil litigation, for recording documents, and other 
work done for the benefit of private parties. 
T h e Ledger has 
been ag itating this reform for years. 
Under an amendment 
to the constitution adopted at the recent electiou, it is possible 
to accom plish much in relieving the taxpayers of this crying 
injustice. 
If Mr. Caminetti will wipe out th is evil, he will 


certa in ly do a great work for the people of this county.

JACKSON - - - CALIFORNIA 


This Youthful Desperado of the S o u th ­ 
western Territories Was but Twen- 
ty-ono W hen He Met Death at the 
Hands of Sheriff Pat Garrett. 


When General Lew Wallace was 
governor of New Mexico and the war 
that raged for several years between 
the rival cattle companies was at Its 
height "Billy the Kid" had reached 
the flood of his murderous career. lie 
arrived in Lincoln county lo take sides 
in the cattle warfare, known and 
feared in every range town and min­ 
ing camp in the southwestern terri­ 
tories. 
Pure wanton love of carnage was all 
that attracted him to Lincoln county. 
With the band of desperadoes lie led 
lie raided ranches, "shot up” towns, 
killed, burned bouses and committed 
outrage after outrage with the blind 
recklessness of a maniac. 
Fear was 
extinct within him. He cared no more 
for detachments of cavalry than he 
did for cowering sheriffs. 
Affairs In New Mexico finally came 
to such a pass th at half the cattlemen 
paid the youthful desperado tribute. 
It was only after Pat F. Garrett was 
made sheriff of Lincoln county and the 
author of “Ben-Hur” (General W al­ 
lace) urged th a t fearless gun fighter 
and gambler to capture P.illy the Kid 
that a determined effort was made to 
end his reign of terror. 
The obstacles that Garrett had to en­ 
counter called for all his headlong en­ 
ergy and nerve. 
Billy had the entire 
countryside In a state of abject terror; 
friends were ready to give him timely 
warning of pursuit; ranchmen dared 
not deny him lodgment or conceal­ 
ment. 
Pat Garrett undertook the capture in 
October, 1880, and on Dec. 20 he sur­ 
rounded the Kid and his band in a 
deserted house near Stinking Springs. 
After a siege lasting most of the day 
the outlaws’ ammunition was exhaust­ 
ed. 
Billy the Kid surrendered. 
lie 
and his four followers, surrounded by 
a great force of armed men, were taken 
to Las Vegas and thence to Santa Fe 
for safe keeping. 
An array of Indictments charging 
murder confronted him. He was tried 
on one Indictment and acquitted, then 
tried on another and convicted. 
He 
carried himself throughout with sneer­ 
ing defiance. 
A fter he had been sen­ 
tenced to hang G arrett took him to 
Fort Stanton, near Lincoln. Two depu­ 
ties armed w ith Winchesters were as­ 
signed to guard him in the temporary 
jail in the Murphy & Dolau store build 
ing. 
In 
some 
mysterious 
fashion 
the 
Kid possessed himself of a revolver, 
shot down his guards, seized their 
weapons and appeared at the window. 
When another guard appeared the 
prisoner riddled his body with buck­ 
shot. Then he called to an old man on 
the plaza to bring him a file. 
Filing 
off one of his shackles, he called for a 
horse. 
Olio was brought, and he es­ 
caped. 
For nearly three months after that 
Billy the Kid 
led a fugitive life. 
Garrett dogged him patiently and final­ 
ly got wind of his hiding place—the 
ranch of Peter Maxwell, near Fort 
Sumner. It was nearly midnight when 
Garrett and tw o deputies quietly ap­ 
proached the Maxwell hacienda. Gar­ 
rett crept into the room where Max­ 
well was sleeping. 
Softly awakening 
the sleeper, he questioned him concern­ 
ing the whereabouts of the Kid. 
At that moment the hunted youth 
sprang into the room, calling out in 
Spanish, "Quien va?" (“Who comes 
there?”) 
It w as Billy. 
He was un 
armed, and as he reached for his rifle 
Garrett shot him. 
The body of Wil­ 
liam Bouney (Billy the Kid) was bur­ 
ied in the military cemetery at Fort 
Stanton July 15. 1881. His age at the 
time of his death was twenty-one years 
seven months. 
There his body is to­ 
day. though in later years a corpse was 
exhibited throughout the west as that 
of the famous young outlaw.—Harper’s 
Weekly.

Descriptive Article 


Amador county comprises nn arca of 
648 square miles. 
I t líes on the wes­ 
tern slope of Sierra N evada mountains, 
and einorares within Its territory all 
the diversity of valley, foothill, and 
high mountainous lands. 
Climate.—T he clim ate of the popu­ 
lous portions of tho county is as penial 
and healthful asean ho found anywhere 
in California. 
As clim ate Is one of the 
most valuable assets of this favored 
stato in attracting1 population, Amador 
stands second to no com ity in this re­ 
gard. 
It should, and no doubt will In 
time, when Its climatic advantages are 
more thoroughly understood and ap­ 
preciated, become a health resort not 
only for those in less favored states, 
b u t for tho residents of o ther parts of 
California. The tem p eratu re alone tho 
central portion rarely falls below DO 
degrees above zero in winter, and as 
rarely rises to 100 degrees in the sum­ 
mer. 
Snow seldom falls in tho settled 
districts, and never remains on tho 
ground for more than a few hours. 
Of 
course, in the high mountain regions 
of eastern Amador th e snowfall is very 
heavy—which is characteristic of tho 
entire Sierra Nevada range. The sum­ 
mer season is alway accompanied with 
cool nights; p erm itting of sound, re­ 
freshing slumber. 
Fogs are rare, cy­ 
clones are unknown, thunderstorm s aro 
infrequent. 
Gold Mining.—T h e county, although 
rich in other sources or wealth, com­ 
paratively untouched, is noted prin­ 
cipally for her q u a rtz mines. 
The 
deepest gold mines in Am erica are lo­ 
cated here. 
The Kennedy mine is now 
taking gold in liberal quantities from 
quartz, extracted from a depth of over 
3000 feet below the surface, with every 
indication that tho pay-ore extends to 
a much greater depth. 
Since the dis­ 
covery of gold, the county has contrib­ 
uted fully $100,000000 to tho world's 
supply of the precious metal. 
The 
mines are still yielding a t the rate of 
about two million 
dollars annually. 
Nearly all of this w ealth is produced by 
e ig h t or ten mines operating on what 
is called the “m other lo d e,” stretching 
clear across the county in a north-east­ 
erly direction a distance 
of twenty 
miles. 
The mines ag g reg ate between 
400 and 500 stamps, and furnish em­ 
ployment for over 1000 miners. 
This 
industry is still in its infancy. 
The 
unexplored territory, even along the 
main gold belt, is far in excess of tho 
ground that has actually been worked 
o r prospected. 
T he county olTers to­ 
day one of the most inviting lields to 
bo found anywhere in th e world for the 
investment of capital in th e fascinating 
business of gold mining, not alone along 
th e m other lode, but also in the almost 
mtouched mineralized country ol the 
ast belt, some ten or twelve miles from 
he main lode. 
Besides gold, we h av e copper, de­ 
posits of pottery, coal, imarbe, slate, 
limestone, granite, an d soapstone or 
tale—all undeveloped. 
Agricultural Capabilities. —Tho agri- 
ultural possibilities equal, if not excel, 
th e mineral riches. 
T h e valley lands 
will produce anything th at can be 
grown in the most favored sections. 
In the foothill lands all kinds of decid- 
ious fruits thrive: also all kinds of 
vegetable are raised w here irrigation 
s practicable along th e numerous water 
ourses. F urther up in the mountains, 
it an altitude of 200U to 25UU feet, tho 
soil is admirably adapted for apples 
and potatoes. 
A ready m arket for 
nany times tho quantity now raised of 
these commodities can bo found fin the 
various mining towns.

the grapes and wine com manding a 
better price than .the product of thej 
lowland. 
Laud is cheap com pared with other i 
,'alifornia lands. Im proved farTns may 
he secured for one-fourth the price 
urrent in some places. 
Unimproved 
ands can be had from 85 to $10 per 
icre. 
It does not require a fortune to 
juy a small ranch. 
T h e re is room for 
largo addition to our agriculural pop- 
ilatlon. 
Vast tracts now devoted to 
altle ranges m ight bo made the homes 
f hundreds of prosperous farmers. 
Amador has a population of less than 
2000.

choolhouse is within easy reach of 
early every family. T h e re is one high 
chool, located at lone. 
The assessment roll for 1007 is $5.- 
Í00,793, and the tax ra te for both state 
nd county purposes $2 on tho $100. 
T he Southern Pacific has a branch 
ail road running to lo n e. 
From this 
mint the lone and Eastern railroad ox- 
euds 14 miles furiher to tho mining 
notion. 
T h e various religious denominations 
nd fraternal organizations are well 
epresonted. 
T h e power plant of the Standard 
loetrio Co—one of th e largeit in the 
rorld—lslocated four miles from Jack- 
uu .

Controller's Office Swamped 
by 
Calls 
for 
Tax 
Redemption 
Certificates. 


Tax 
redem ption 
certificates 
are 
coming in to the office of tho state 
controller at the rate of two hun d red 
and furty or two hundred and fifty 
per day from the various counties. 
There Is always a rush of these c e r t i ­ 
ficates d u rin g taxpaying time, 
hut 
tho 
n u m b er 
received this year is 
larger thau in any preceding year, 
and each year marks a considerable 
increase over the year before. 
(State 
controller Nye, in speaking ol this 
subject, said : 
‘‘The m ore 1 see nf this business, 
the moro I am 
impressed with the 
m agnitude ot the evil of u n in te n ­ 
tional tax delinquency. 
It is g ro w ­ 
ing rap id ly , because with the s u b ­ 
division of real estate more and m ore 
people become owners, and because a 
certaiu 
proportion 
of 
them 
will 
always forget to pay their taxes or 
will in som e manner fail to do so, 
even when they do not forget. 
To 
illustrate th e point, 1 will say th a t 
tho assessor 
of Ban Mateo co u n ty 
states th a t within the last two years 
(i0,000 lots have been cut up in [th a t 
county an d most of them sold off, 
the sales being made not only in 
California, 
but all over the U n ited 
Btates, 
i t is a oertainty that a good 
many of these poople will, through 
neglect, 
ignorance, or other cases, 
fail to pay th eir taxes and ultim ately 
lose their property. 
‘‘Every y ear there is a vast num ber 
of sales of property to the state for 
delinquency. 'The numbor of re d e m p ­ 
tion also grows rapidly, and this year 
we will bavo a t lesat 20,000 of them . 
Btill, a 
g reat many poople whose 
property is sold do not redeem auc 
ultim ately lose it. 
‘‘After a sale of property for de 
Jinqueut taxes is made to the sta te 
there is a period of five years before 
the state cau tuko a deed. 
D u rin g 
that five years the property continues 
to be assessed to the owner. 
M any 
persons m iss a year In paving [th eir 
taxes and 
afterward go on paying 
their taxes regularly, and a good 
mauy of th em tail to discover th a t 
the property has beeu sold to th e 
state u n til years later, when it bits 
boon deeded aud perhaps disposed of 
by the sta te to some speculator. 
At 
any tim e afte r a doed to the state bas 
boon maife a persou who desires to 
huy the p ro p erty from tho state cau 
make applicatiou to the tax collector, 
aud iu d u e tim e a sale is a u th o r ­ 
ized. 
A fter sale by 
the slate th ere 
is no way 
iu 
which 
the property 
owner cau redeem. 
II is property is 
lost, unless be can buy it back from 
the purchaser, who generally w ants 
ail it is w orth or a little more. 
‘‘This is such a difficult aud c o m ­ 
plicated su b ject that it is almost iui 
possible to suggest a remedy. 
B ut 
there is ouo protection to the pro 
perty owner which would be of g reat 
service if 
th e law 
were generally 
obsorved. 
When property ,lias beeu 
sold to the state for the taxes of one 
year, the tax collector is required to 
stamp ou next year’s tax bill the 
words, 
‘Bold 
to the Btate,’ w hich 
naturally p u ts the taxpayer ou bis 
guard aud be can thou redeem for 
tho year be tailed to pay. 
B u t a 
good many tax collectors fail t o o b ­ 
serve this provision of law, and th e re 
is no p enalty provided to act as an 
incentive au d make them recollect. 
At the last session of tho legislature 
senator Beisbaw introduced a bill to 
create a pen alty , but it was so late in 
the session when the measure was 
presented th a t it failed to puss. 
i t 
is to be hoped that this aud any o th e r 
deviue which promise to serve as a 
protection to taxpayers, and n o t to 
emburiass th e reveuuue officers, 
w ill 
ho looked at te r by the coming le g is­ 
lature. ” —¡Sacramento News.

functions of government. 
The sy s­ 
tem of political organization whereby 
large blocks of votes are mechanically 
directed towards a candidate for a 
judicial 
positiuu 
because 
lie bRs 
happened to receive the npproval of 
one 
or 
another 
of 
the political 
parties, is au absurdity tho long c o n ­ 
tinuance of which is one of the best 
aigumouts against tho existence of 
any politicul intelligence in a d e m o ­ 
cracy. 
The enactm ent of some such s ta tu te 
as that enclosed would, it is s u b ­ 
mitted, have the following etfect:

RELIGIOUS ACR03ATS. 


Banqtrous Aerial Glids Annually Pw* 
formed In India. 
India offers runny curious tilingo lu 
ttv.- way oí religion, and the strangest 
of them nil is tho aerial slide, which is 
performed annually at Kulu, in the 
Klmr.luyus. At a point where there Is 
a cliff overhanging n precipitous gorge 
several hundred feet in width and n 
hundred feet in depth a rope h made 
fast to the rod:. The other end of thiu 
is carried across the gorge and there 
secured to a stake. 
The total length 
of the rope between the two points is 
when drawn taut 2.5U0 feet, and the 
end attached to tho cliff is several hun­ 
dred feet higher th a n that fastened on 
the opposite side of the ravine. 
Thus 
a slide is contrived, and it is a danger­ 
ous one to all appearance. 
It is down this Incline that the per­ 
former has his path. 
For the lofty 
journey a sort of saddle is provided 
made of wood, w ith holes in it, through 
which the rope passes. 
But before a 
start is made tho whole length of the 
rope is wet to prevent the saddle from 
catching lire from the friction. 
The 
performer sits astride this seat, aud to 
his legs are fastened bags of sand, 
which serve two purposes—they enable 
him to maintain au upright position 
during his lightning-like descent, and 
they increase the momentum. 
The 
lower cud of the rope Is carefully 
wound with bits of carpet to check the 
speed before the stake Is reached. 
Without this precaution the performer 
would be dashed to pieces. 
The terrific velocity of tho descent 
for the first few hundred yards is 
shown by the stream of smoke that 
trails from the w ake of thj|psaddle,«de­ 
spite Hie .fart that the rope lias been 
wet. Aftwward the incline diminishes 
somewhat, and the pace becomes corre­ 
spondingly slower. 
By the time the 
goal is reached the jheri, as the per­ 
former is called, is able to come to a 
standstill without disaster. 
This slide iu tho air Is supposed to 
reveal tho will of the gods as to the 
crops of the approaching season. 
If 
the perilous trip Is accomplished In 
safety a plentiful harvest is assured. 
Naturally, therefore, every care is tak­ 
en to minimize the dangers of the per­ 
formance. The ceremony is of ancient 
origin, and those w ho engage In it as 
jheri form a small caste apart.—New 
York Tribune.

After tha Death of Charlas tho Timid. 
Some Facia About the Invention of 
Diamond Cutting. 


I.'.utd fie Berquem. snya tradition, 
w ; a [loor Jeweler's workm an, hut 
Iu- foil in lovo with Iho dau g h ter of n 
w Tlliy Jeweler. 
Tills avaricious fa­ 
ther would not give his daughter In 
marriage to any man not possessed of 
Bold. 
Louis, having neither "expecta­ 
tions" from relatives nor favor at 
court, sought to maUo ills fortune. He 
bad often heard the father of his be­ 
loved remark that the man who discov­ 
ered a method of cutting diamonds 
would become very wealthy, for up to 
th a t lime they knew nothing more 
than to scrape off tho gravel, and the 
diamond was left in Its native state. 
Nether lime, fire nor the mill could af­ 
fect tin; diamond. 
After ninny investigations and d e e p 
thought Louis bethought himself that 
iron is fashioned with steel, which is 
only hardened iron, and It occurred to 
him that perhaps the diamond would 
yield to the diamond. 
l i e tnade an 
experiment, which was at once crown­ 
ed with success. 
A few days later he presented him­ 
self before the rich jeweler w ith two 
diamonds cut into facets. 
l i e obtained 
the hand lie sought and am assed a 
great fortune by his secret, which he 
divuiged only after he had become 
wealthy. 
King Charles the Timid was the 
principal customer of Louis de Ber- 
quem. The fastidious enemy of Louis 
XI. then possessed a largo diamond, 
since 
become celebrated, 
accounted 
am ong the finest of precious stones. 
Cut (his diamond was ill shapen, and 
the ¡iron which it held burned in vain. 
Louis do Berquem cut and polished 
this stone, and nothing could equal the 
joy of Charles the Timid when the 
jeweler brought him the great dia­ 
mond. so glittering with light that it 
lit up the darkness, and th is to such 
an extent that the prince said. "It will 
serve me ns a night lamp.” 
Berquem 
received 3.000 ducats for his work. 
As for the diamond, this is the one 
w hich was found in January. 1477, on 
the body of Charles the Timid after 
the battle of Nancy. A soldier picked 
it up, sold it for one gold piece to a 
priest, who in turn sold it for three 
pieces of gold to a merchant, who took 
it to the Duke of Florence. 
F rom the hands of this prince it 
pas.x-d into the possession of the king 
of Portugal. 
He sold it for 79.000 
fran cs to one of the companions of 
H enri III.. Nicholas de H arlay, baron 
of Sancy. 
Since this tim e the first 
large diamond to be cut is known as 
“th e Sancy." 
T h is legend leads to other considera­ 
tions of the cutting of diam onds as­ 
cribed to Louis de Berquem at Brus­ 
sels in 1465. 
Ilard ly any ono will assert boldly 
th a t no diamonds wore cut before that 
date, but it is reasonable to suppose 
t h a t Louis de Berquem regulated cut­ 
ting by arranging the facets. 
Long before the birth of Louis de 
Berquem cutting was known in India. 
E ven in Europe we find among the 
treasu res of the churches thick dia­ 
m onds cut into table and culet. Iho 
tip, or sides beaten into sections. 
In 
1300. according to tho inventory of the 
jew els of Louis, duke of Anjcu, is 
found an entire series of cu t diamonds. 
T here is mention of a flat diamond 
with six sides, of a heart shaped dia­ 
mond. of a diamond with eight sides, 
of a lozenge shaped diamond, of a dia­ 
mond pointed on four sides and of a 
reliquary In which was sot a diamond 
cut in the shape of a shield. 
H istory informs us th a t 150 years 
before the first work of Louis de Ber- 
quern there were at Paris, a t the cor­ 
ner of the Corroyerie, several diamond 
cutters. 
T h e Duke of Burgundy, afte r a fas­ 
tidious repast given at the Louvre to 
the king and the French court in 1403, 
offered to his noble guests eleven dia­ 
monds estimated to be 
w orth 780 
pieces of gold, the money of the pe­ 
riod. 
It is hardly possible to suppose that 
these were uncut diamonds; all of 
which goes to prove, notwithstanding 
í onie opinions, tlint Louis de Berquem 
did not invent the process of diamond 
cuttiug. 
• 
11 is no less interesting to follow the 
fortunes of the Sancy a little further, 
it rem ained iu the Saucy fam ily some 
time, and Ilenri III. took it from 
them. 
It was destined to serve as a 
pledge for the raising of a body of 
Swiss soldiers, but the servant intrust­ 
ed w ith bringing this diam ond to the 
king w as attacked, l-ut to death, and 
the diamond was thought to bo lost. 
Finally it was discovered th a t the 
servant had been assassinated in the 
forest of Dole and through the care 
of th e priest liad been buried in the 
village cemetery. Then the Baron de 
Sancy resolved that the diamond must 
not be lost. 
In fact, they found it in 
I Ik* stom ach of the hapless, faithful 
servant, who swallowed it a t the uio- 
meut that he fell. 
According to the 
inventory of 1701 the Sancy weighed 
33% carats.. 
It disappeared In 1792 to reappear in 
Russia. 
Its value is estim ated at a 
million francs. Before the revolution 
it w as among the French crown Jew­ 
els.—New York World.

LICENSES. 


B y reference to proceedings of the board of supervisors, 


published elsewhere in this issue, it will be noticed that a free 


license for a period of three mouths was granted to John 


Ratto. 
T here is no explanation of this action given, and it 
will undoubtedly call forth considerable adverse comment. 
W hether the board of supervisors has authority on a simple 
order, to n u llify their own ordinance, for the special 
benefit 


of a favored individual, is open to question. B u t whether they 
have or have not such power, it is unquestioned that such 
authority should be exercised only in extrem e cases. 
No 


legislative body appears to advantage when it undertakes to 


trifle with laws of its own m aking. 
In this particular case 
the particular license fee annulled was for conducting a show, 
which under the county ordinance calls for the sum of $2.50 


per night, or $10 per week. 
T h e party favored is engaged in 


the show business in Jackson, paying a license of $25 per 
quarter for conducting a m ovin g picture business. 
W h eth er 
this paym ent is made the excuse for the perm it to travel out­ 


side the city limits without paying the usual fee for so doing 
we do not know. 
If so, it is an extrem ely lam e excuse. 
In ­ 


deed. one would suppose that the fact of h a v in g a fixed place 
of business, ought to operate ju s t the other 
way, and lead 


those concerned to exact the license fee for the benefit of the 
county treasury every tim e he travels outside. 
That is what 


Is done w ith other traveling showmen, why should favoritism 


be shown. 
If a professional showman from the outside were 


to appeal for a free permit to ply his vocation throughout the 
county, he would be hooted at, and rightly so. 
W h y should 
an insider be dealt with 011a give-away basis. 
It is ju st 


such breaks as these, o ccu rin g at intervals, that bring the 


county m anagem ent into contempt. 
Treat all alike should 


be the invariable rule. 
T o compel one man to pay, and say 
to another in the same class that he need not pay, is anything 


but a commendable course.
